reptiles and amphibians, which included many species and genera new to the 
Academy’s ever-growing collection. 

The search for new material took Mr. Webster and Mr. Bandar through the 
major pine-oak forest of Mexico where they sought the Grace and Palm warblers, 
the principal objectives of the collecting tour. 


“SCIENCE” IN ALOHA LAND 

THE WoRLD Is WIDENING for the Academy’s “Science in Action” television series. 
The first two weeks in September found cameras and crews in Hawaii where 
two programs were recorded on Ampex video tape, the first of which, “Hawaii 
Calls,” was seen in the Bay Area on October 5.

ExpEDITIONS ARE IN THE AIR 


IN PREPARATION FOR A FORTHCOMING EXPEDITION to Baja California, Dr. Ira L.. 
Wiggins, President of the Academy, conducted a three-day aerial reconnaissance 
of the peninsula, September 26-28. Dr. Wiggins was accompanied by Mrs. Wig- 
gins and by Academy Director Robert C. Miller, Academy Trustee Kenneth K. 
Bechtel, Mr. Willis S. Slusser, and Dr. Joseph Wood Krutch. The entire length 
of the peninsula was surveyed from the air, and stops were made wherever land- 
ing strips permitted (ten localities in all) to ascertain the condition of the vege- 
tation following recent heavy rains, and to find out what roads were passable 
for an Academy expedition which started out overland in early October, with Dr. 
Wiggins in charge.

NOVEMBER MEETING 


Dr. Rosert I. Bowman, Assistant Professor of Zoology at San Francisco State 
College, will be the featured speaker at the regular November meeting of the 
California Academy of Sciences which will be held Wednesday, November 18. 

In observance of the publication one hundred years ago (in fact on November 
24, 1859) of Darwin’s “Origin of the Species,” Dr. Bowman’s topic will be the 
Galapagos islands and the important milestone they represent in the course of 
scientific history. 

To Mapacascar AND Back 
Tue IsLAND Or Mapacascar, one of the most distant destinations possible from 
San Francisco, is the current goal of the research and field activities of the 
Academy’s Curator of Entomology, Dr. Edward S. Ross, and his associate, Mr. 
H. Vannoy Davis, the skilled, well-known nature photographer whose exciting 
color pictures of African insects were featured in the popular exhibit, “African 
Album.” 

Dr. Ross left the Academy during the first week of October, his initial stop 
being London and the British Museum where he will not only continue his 
studies of Embioptera, the web-spinners of the world, but will give both public 
and staff lectures to interested Londoners. Thence, he will continue to Paris, 
where he will be the guest of Dr. J. Carayon and the Museum National 
d'Histoire Naturelle. After leaving Paris, Dr. Ross plans to journey to the Genoa 
Museum where he will examine a collection of Ethiopian Embioptera. 

Finally, he will fly to Madagascar, which to most naturalists is an especially 
fascinating source of information on some of the most bizarre and colorful floras 
and faunas of the world. Dr. Ross will be the guest of Dr. R. Paulian of the 
Institut de Recherches Scientifiques a Madagascar for the approximately two 
months he has planned for this most recent field study trip and photographic 
activity. He also plans to take motion picture footage which will be used subse- 
quently as the basis for one of the “Science in Action” series of television 
programs. 

The return trip, according to Dr. Ross’ last plan, was to be by way of Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, an area of critical interest for his field work, and Zaragoza, 
Spain, where he anticipates a search for certain misplaced type specimens of 
Embioptera, and then to the United States and the Academy. 


ACADEMY VISITOR 


Dr. Joserpu F. Rock, the eminent botanist, paid a visit to the Academy during 
the last week of September. Dr. Rock, who is known internationally for his 
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botanical collecting and exploration in western China and southeastern Tibet, 
was en route to his home in Honolulu, Hawaii, after a European tour. 

Prior to his retirement, Dr. Rock spent 27 years of collecting and exploration 
in the above mentioned areas. His peerless collections now reside at Harvard, 
the New York Botanical Garden, and the Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew and 
Edinburgh in Great Britain.
